ing and appropriate exercises were 
conducted. 
The mayor of Ada called the meet­ 
ing to order. The following resolu 
tions offered by the committee on res­ 
olutions unanimously prevailed: 
To the Sixtieth Congress of the Unit­ 
ed States 
Whereas, the State of Oklahoma has 


Cleated its commission and directed 
the presentation to congress of the 
matters and things herein set forth, 
and prays that the justice of these 
demands may appeal to the Honorable 
Congress of the United States; and 
Whereas, The governor of the State 
of Oklahoma, the Hon. C. X. Haskell, 
has proclaimed this, May 7 \ 1908, 
legal holiday, through > t o“!' - ate, 
and invited all patri'' > rn-!7«ns to 
assemble en mass in their , ' active 
communities and adopt resolutions 
demand ing our Congressmen and Sen 
a tors’ support of 
proposed 
amendments to the constitution; and. 
Whereas, Twenty-Seven States of 
the Union, containing substantially 
two-thirds of the population of the 
United States, have already united 
in a call ior a Constitutional con­ 
vention of the States; and, 
Whereas, The conditions and neces­ 
sities of the different states have 
demonstrated the need of these pro­ 
posed amendments to the Constitu­ 
tion, in order that the rights, privil­ 
eges and liberties, guaranteed by the 
Constitution may be safe-guarded and 
kept 
inviolate, and 
that the con­ 
sent of the governed be had in all 
matters pertaining 
to 
self-govern­ 
ment, and that the general govern­ 
ment be brought nearer to the peo­ 
ple.
